Rolling across the unending 
plains of Alberta and Saskat¬ 
chewan as far as Regina which 
formed the eastern terminus of 
our recent trip, one can begin 
to appreciate the vastness of 
our country and the apprehens¬ 
ion which must have beset 
those early pioneers, farmers, 
bull-whackers, policemen and 
railroad builders when they 
started across the prairies. 

We left Lethbridge at 6:20 
p.m. and arrived in Regina at 
8:1C the next morning. It rain¬ 
ed most of the way down and 
nothing could hav e been more 
welcome, especially in th e south 
eastern part of Alberta and 
south-Western part of Saskat¬ 
chewan, over that part known 
for the past several years as the 
dust h° w l of Wetem Canada. 
Some points received three in¬ 
ches of moisture and roads and 
even railroads beds were wash¬ 
ed out, hu^ everyone was happy. 
It rained intermittently all day 
Saturday, Sunday and most of 
Monday in Regina, and citizens 
said it was the first rain they 
had had this year and the 
grain fields looked like they 
needed it badly, also the grass 

land. 

Regina was in th e heyday of 
its preparation for the visit of 
Their Majesties, which event 
took place Thursday and flags 
r.nd bunting was in evidence 
throughout the city. Hotels 
were all booked up for rooms 
that day, and Jerry Gaetz, form 
er manager of C J O C, and 
now in charge of C K C K the 
Leader Post station had 15 
bands lined up to come in and 
play that day, some of them 
school bands from the state of 
Minnesota. Regina has a pop¬ 
ulation of 55,000 people, and 
among it other points of inter¬ 
est is th e l ar Re R» C. M. P. 
barracks, the training quarters 
for the Western division of the 
force. Amongst the large r bus¬ 
iness concerns known to Albert¬ 
ans is the assembly plant of 
General Motors and the Robert 
Simpson Western Limited whole 
sal e and retail, and of course, 
the many and fine establish¬ 
ments, wholesale and retail, 
that a city of this size would 
naturally support. 

At the invitation of Jerry 
Gaetz we were shown arquncj 
station CKc K. There are twq 


fully equipped control rooms, 
one room full of records and 
transcriptions all filed and cata 
logued, three production stud¬ 
ios, main office, manager’s of¬ 
fice, and work rooms where 
28 people are on full time work 
preparing and presenting pro¬ 
grams. Jerry is manager of the 
station and was plenty busy 
checking up on preparation for 
the transmitting of the Royal 
visit. Seven miles out of the 
city is their broadcasting plant 
1,000 watt, the most lxnvcrful 
in Western Canada. 

On Sunday w e visited th^ L. 
D. S. Church meetings, They 
have a thriving branch in Re¬ 
gina but many of them have 
their eyes turned to the West 
and thei r hearts in th e Stakes 
of Zion. G. Gordon Whyte, 
branch president known to 
many Raymond people says all 
ail he does is make converts 
for the Canadian Stakes, but 
he enjoys doing it. We had a 
very fine visit with the church 
members there. 

Our principal business of cour 
Se was the Rotary District Con 
vention, but this will make an¬ 
other story. On Wednesday we 
returned, leaving Regina at 
7:20 a.m. and arrived at Leth¬ 
bridge at 9:05 p.m. Miles and 
miles and miles of prairie, some 
broken by shallow coulees and 
breaks but mostly flat and 90 
percent of it under cultivation. 
We travelled on the northern 
fringe of the dust bowl mostly, 
and through small sections of 
it. Due to the rains this spring 
the grass is showing green, and 
the effects of drouth are not 
so marked, but even ^ acres 
and acres of dead tumble weeds 
abondoned farms and other 
farms, inhabited but badly run 
down, show the effects of the 
years of crop failure, but the 
countless seeded acres this year 
also prove th € truth of the old 
saying, ‘‘hope springs eternal.” 
Those people are not discourag¬ 
ed and face the future with 
hope and confidence. 

We have had a fine trip, 
made a number of new acquaint 
ances and returned home happy 
but still glad that cur home is 
in south western Alberta, the 
suga r bowl of and the finest 
part of the great Canadian 
plains in our judgment at least.

INSUFFICIENT BY 

ELEVATOR MEN 
LIMITING DELIVERIES TO 
5,000 BUSHELS DISREGARDS 
ECONOMIC FACTORS 


William McG. Rait, member 
of the North-West Grain Deal¬ 
ers’ Asociation and a member 
of the Bracken'delegation which 
waited on Premier King and 
the Federal Cabinet at Ottawa, 
made the following statement 
with reference to (he Govern¬ 
ment’s amended wheat legisla¬ 
tion: “The changes in agricul¬ 
tural legislation, especially the 
increase in the basic wheat 
price to seventy cents, are a 
partial recognition of the justice 
of the claim* put forward by 
the Bracken Committee. *1 do 
not consider the price satisfac¬ 
tory, however, as it i s not suffic 
ient to maintain the wheat in¬ 
dustry on the Prairies. 

”Ihe proposal to limit the 
price benefits to a maximum of 
5,000 bushels delivered by an 
individual farmer i s an arbi¬ 
trary decision. It gives no con¬ 
sideration to the economic fac¬ 
tors surrounding larger scale 
farm operations and will bear 
heavily on a larg e and very 
essential class of farmers. Fur¬ 
thermore, if open market prices 
remain belo w 7(5 cents, these 
large r scal^ farmers will be 
selling their exces 6 over 5,000 
bushels in competition with the 
Wheat Board. 

“Assistance to farmers with 
poor crops is welcome feature 
cf the legislation. It should be 
emphasized, however, that all 
these are emengency measures 
The more permanent problems 
have yet to be studied and sol 
ved. A determined effort must 
be made to reduce farm costs 
and expand markets so as to 
prevent the recurrence of such 
emergencies in the future.”

The interim judgment of the 
McGillivray royal commission 
on the oil industry, handed 
dow n last week and calling for 
a reduction of 5 1-2 cents in the 
per barrel pipeline rate from 
Turner Valley.to Calgary, could 
represent of course a reduction 
of only a small fraction of a 
cent per gallon in the price ol 
gasoline but is expected to cause 
onp more serious burden to the 
chief developers of the Turner 
Valley field, if it is effected by 
the Aberhart government. 

Presumably the j roduc rs will 
try to get the difference in a 
better price in the field, in view 
of the fact that some i f them 
have testified, during the long 
tedious course of the govern¬ 
ment inquiry to da'e, that it 
cost them more t 0 produce a 
barrel of oil than they re cived 
for it. As fat as can b e seen now 
the only result to the consumer 
will be the privilege, as a tax¬ 
payer, of defraying the cost of 
the inquiry, begun by th e ord¬ 
ers of the Aberhart government 
last year. So far only one relat¬ 
ively unimportant phase of the 
oil industry’s operations has 
been covered. The very beginn¬ 
ing of the industry is but in the 
field where the oil is produced 
oil men have pointed out, and 
any inquiry int u the reasonable 
price to be charged the con¬ 
sumer, if the government is un¬ 
willing t 0 let the industry run 
its own affairs without inter- 
feicnce, would require precise 
•information as to the cost of 

crude. ■ . 

But producer after producer, 
testifying before the commiss¬ 
ion has stated that no precise 
amount could Ik* stated as cost 
until every last barrel ox oil has 
been taken from every well, be¬ 
cause it never can be known 
until then what. product has 
been derived from investment. 

Estimates of cost langed all 
tbr way from a few cents per 

barrel to $1.50 and more, and 
the most noted experts were 
unabl^ even to approximate 
agreement as to the life of the 
field itself. Mr. Justic e McGill¬ 
ivray himself termed it “sur¬ 
prising” that people in the bus¬ 
iness coiilj not determine their 
costs of operation. But the com 
mision itself was unable to dis¬ 
cover figures which would en¬ 
lighten it, and s 0 in the first 
phase of the inquiry met diff¬ 
iculties, with refining and dis¬ 
tribution and all the other still 
more intricate phases still to 
come.
